And now when hé has seen the last of 
carth, and sleeps beneath the flag of 
his devotion; dees'the ation feel its 
loss, do we give the bravery and honor 
which made this life acknow!- 
ment. In the shouts of victory and 
salutes to the victor, are we not prone 
to forget the heroes whose deeds have 
adided flowers to the wreath. Amidst 
the smoke and blood of battle do we 
too often forget the tears. And when 
in peaceful days we do homage to the 
veterans who live, should we not also 
take reverent thought of the empty 
saddles and sheathed swords. Surely 
we ought for the gallant man whose 
remains were given to the earth at 
West Point, had the spirit which de- 
fends principle and national life—the 
delicate sense of honor which in olden 
times-dedicated lives to a defense of 
beauty and virtue—and more than all 
these there was a breath of inspiration 
of America, about: this knight which 
led him, sword inhand, clearing his way 
to immortal fame. 

We would have Custer’s name writ-

California. The market being a little 
weak for the sale of dressed meats, 
Will delay for a week or two meat 
shipments from Reno. We are cred- 
itably informed that the Meat Ship- 
ping Association will not commence 
the shipment of meat in refrigerator 
cars until the 10th of next month. 
The wool market, both in California 
and this State, is very quiet. 

In the Reno market the only change 
to note is a fall in the price of flour of 
25 cents on the hundred. Trade has 
been good with our merchants. With 
few exceptions it has been better than 
a few weeks preceding the Fair. Our 
largest merchants are now doing an 
extensive Winter supply trade on the 
outside. Small merchants, cattle 
men and and large farmers are buying 
Winter supplies. A large quantity of 
butter, potatoes, etc., are being ship- 
ped to Dutch Flat, Auburn, Colfax, 
and other points between here and 
Sacramento. Real estate transactions 
have been light during the entire 
month, as will be seen by the recorded 
sales found elsewhere. The decline 
has been about 33 per cent. over the 
preceding month. Trade will hold 
good for several weeks yet, even if we 
have a§snow storm The effect of 
stormy weather would be to impair 
outside trade, but an almost equilib- 
rium would still exist from the fact 
that cattle men would comge to this 
valley with their stock and through 
the sale of hay and pasturage by our 
farmers the depreciated town trade 
would be quite counterbalanced.
